A survey instrument was designed and mailed to all 
101 California community colleges in order to gather information on 
their cooperative work experience programs. In allr 88 schools 
responded. This document presents a statistical summary of survey 
responses which establishes: the employment status and salary range"* 
of program directors; program directors' usual duties; the- employment 
status of instructor/coordinators; the method of paying 
instructor/coordinators^ and their usual duties; the range of courses 
offered' under the cooperative education programs; success of 
transferring credit for such courses, and ^ type , of ftransfer credit 
usually awarded; when cooperative •educati6n<sprograks are usually' 
offered; how many students participate 'and in what , specific programs; 
and whether the school has received augmenting federal funds.

„the 101 Gilifomla community cqlleges) offering Cdoperativa-Work -Experience- 
credit.
